DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art discloses a plane commutator having a plurality of segments providing a 
flat commutator surface, a plurality of metal base plates, a resinous boss member 
for holding the commutator segments and the metal base plate and each of the 
commutator segments having a commutator surface portion for forming a portion 
of the flat commutator surface at one end and a base portion and a projection 
projecting from the center of the base portion. 

With respect to claim 14, the prior art fails to show, in combination with the 
invention, that each of the metal base plates has an engagement hole to which the 
projection is fitted and a terminal portion extending along an outer periphery of a 
boss member and the base portion has a groove for holding powder that comes off 
from the projection. 

With respect to claim 19, the prior art fails to show, in combination with the 
invention that each metal base plate has an engagement hole to which a projection 
is fitted and the terminal portion extends an outer periphery of the boss member 
and a spaced if formed around the projection between each of the metal base plates 
and the base portion of each of the commutator segments which hold powder that 
comes off the projection around the projections.
